Tliia volume* is. di<* uniteomc oi mtenrivc research carried on by lln.- 
audittr for El number nl years in ilie history of jainism in South India. The 
results are put forth after a fairly comprehensive survey of the original sources

1 avc been excluded from tin: treatment. Hundnsds ol inscriptions in she three 
languages as well as Sanskrit have been critically examined, and a oonfUtent 
account t>l die religious and cultural activities of the IbUowrrs ol die failh is 
pi esc mod iu its historical setting. Herein is an attempt, the Jim of its kind, to 
delineate u comparative and coordinated portrait of Jainism as il obtained in 
the early and mediaeval periods or its history in the South. The broad outlines 
of the study anti its outstanding contributions may be indicated here in brief. 

Jainism appears to have journeyed from the North to the Andhra 
i. iT|' ii ; iici 11 ■ ihi' advent ol Buddhism about the bth century a. u. Ii iamc 
into conflict with Buddlibm and met with reverse. Still* it struggled 
ir>r its existence with remarkable perseverance arid survived in this area 
until as late as the i&lh century, 1< exercised its influence, though limited* 
among import am sections of Urn sorirty. Many member of the ruling families 
and officials of die state rcu ivc l light and inspiration from it. The sketch of 
Jainism in And lira is reconstructed on the mutually corroborative evil I • ate ol 
literature* tradition and epigraphs. 

The early contact of jainism w ith the Tamil country dates from the 
ph century n. c„_, as- gathered from the Buddhist chronicles of Ceylon, ihe 
extensive growth of Jainism in this region ban tu be attributed tn the two-fold 
missionary activities of the twin streams of Jaina teachers, one flowing from 
Andhra towards Ceylon anti another proceeding from ihe Mysore region 
according to the wishes nf Bhadrablhu, 1 and both joining bauds for the 
propagation of the laith. Il can now be announced with a u liras up oS cerLiinly 
that some at least of the so-called Pancliapaudava Beds found on die hills and 
in the caverns, in association with Briiliml bust l iptiona of die third or second 
century l:, e,, arc the earliest Jaina monument* of llie l aniil Nad, 

Patronised by the rulers and members of the royal families and warmly 
supported by the populace, Jainism grew from strength to strength dm mg the

gained ascendancy at this period, ft maintained its position, almost status tjuo^ 
uinil tin- i rlh rrriiiiry * 1 Amongst Lhc Jair 1.1 preceptors cfexemplary zeal who 
liftctl this riiddng faitii from the depth of diu tress, Lhc name of AJjaminrlt stands 
out supreme, I In- huders ol lhc Jama Church in the Tamil country adapt! d 
themselves m the environments and succeeded in popularising their faith 
through attractive tie vices. By raiding the status of subsidiary deities like the 
\ .ik, ’i:',i and YukdiiMi and r nlargimf; (he spJi me nf ceremonial details, they hr lid 
Lhe masses within their fold. The deep imprint left hy Jainism on the Tamil 
culture is iustunced by die survival uf the interesting expression j htfp in the 
Tamil speech, which originated in Jain a associations and invariably stood for a 
Jiiina 14 li.Ji'U.'. csljblisliilwm, Juiumni pciifitratt'il jso thoroughly into die social

Among the cultural activities largely influenced by Jainism in the 
lamil country, literatim; plays ;i conspicuous role. The study or die faith in 
dm area is concluded with a survey of the Jaina works in die Tamil literature 

with spcoal reference to the Sihsptidikqinm which was richly nurtured in 
Jama environment.

The nyaks or the ^viHAnihura order are seed in the front ranks (if 
preachers in ihc early stage of the history ol Jainism in KarnMak.i. *hii w ' : '' 
the ascendancy of the Digambara preceptors they receded into the background, 
i : uiTiltaia teachers, however, lingered on in the south,, both in Kamidaksi

Another order of Jaina monks was that nl the Yapanfyas whose 
acdviiies were- generally confined to the tiorthem [rsietsi'l Karnataka. A l.irge 
number of inffriptions containing iufctiftnntioo about the Yftpamya Saihglia and 
its several branches has been studied in detail, and it is hoped that scholars 
interested in tin-: subject will Ilncl the account ol the le.ulivrs and lh instituti¬ 
ons of this school, as presented here, almost exhaustive. 

An amount of uncertainty prevailed in regard to the original home ol 
the great teacher Kofydakuiukli hHrya (tbca lint century \. I'. ) who may be 
Styled the most dommain person-dity in South India* Coiiriuhive proof is now 
adduced in show that he hailed hoiri Konakijgdht in the Gonty IVltik ol die 
A rum ta pur District now in the Andhra Slate. Thin village formerly belonged 
to Kamil I aka arid its earlier name was Koiid&kimdc, This conclusion is arrived 
at after a critical (examination of ail the relevant material on ihc subject 
including die local antiquities and inscriptions. 

The date of Padmaprabha Maiadhftri, author of the commentary 
ItifjW’W'ntti on the .Vri/rmwMtBrYt or Kociifikundochurya, was a matter of 
speculation among the scholars, and it was surmised on rircumstantinl evidence 
that he lived in rim 12 ill century.

fsiiLliliahed l>y a lean Mag investigation into the political and religious history 
of the area. 

During the kite r phase of it.4 liintory Jainism passed more and more 
under the inEELiencr of Tantdeism. A beginning to diU directum wan made in 
the form of the Yakshl cult which developed into ceremonial worship of the 
deities like JvftlflmJiJhil and Pad mfivati beyond their natural aet up and culmi- 
nated to IEidr muidbtic invocation itinh i mystical Formularies. Several Jaina 
teachers ctainted mastery over the occult lorrs of Mimua Vidylt and Tamm 
Vidya and took pride in styling theittsdves Manmi-vudinK. The depth to which 
this belief had penetrated into the religious life even or the enlightened leaders 
m| Jainism ii instanced by Maliishi-riii Silri, a diftingu idled sc hoi ir and i Etc lteisd 
of a monastery at Mufigimd, who wrote Tan trie treatises like the fthairtxm- 
i>ti and 

The above .study Is again supplemented by the Fruits of researches in 
epigraphy and arch neology carried on by the author on his own initiative in 
the unexplored Kannada areas of the former HydeTbad Stale. These reacaJi in s 
are set forth in detail in the subsequent chapter of the. book entitled Jaina 
Epigraphs ( pp, 175 If). This Is further divided far the convenience of treat¬ 
ment. into three, sections Or parts. The First Fart contains a critical examination 
of the J tuna antiquities* such as architectural remains, sculp la res and epigraphs, 
noted by die author in die course of his village-tovi II age survey. 

It ii revealed here loi the li t t lime iliaL A'laki, Bankur, I'Uriwiir, 
M unnau Hadagalij Inga!"!, MalLhed arul Scdam in die Gnlfoarga District. and 
Kophal and Yalbargi in the present Raichnr District, were stEtmghuMs of 
Jainism during (he Mediaeval Period and bare treasured remnant* of Lhe 
Jaina faith on a targe scale. Foremost among these centres were MalkluM 
winch was the capita I of the lUshtrakiilas and KopbaJ which was eminently 
holy, mentioned as Kopana-bshOtra in inscrip 1 .ions and literature. Thin Part 
also deals with tint: sidelight received from the epigraphs edited In the following 
sections on the political history of the area and the social and religious condi- 
ti cm is prevailing during the times, along with a tew observations on I lie 
jjeography, language and literature., 

A part nf the discussion in this sec tin a centres round the new lacts 
about jainism discovered by the author in ike count- oi the study oJ [he 
Epigraphs. 11 is shown dial there existed m this area several monastic orders 
and Families of preceptors not known Ircforc; as for instance, icachcrs of the 
Dravi'la Saiigha, Sena gana and i\ 1.11 an lira .irivayn, figuring in an epigraph 
from ingalgi and monks of the Maduva and Vamliyur ganas of the Yipanlya 
StiTiiglu,'mentioned in die misl- rip lions at Adaki, Se lam and Tcngali. 
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Selling up tKe NiihUJtui war d c har acteristic practice followed by the 
Tainas in commemorate thctT deceased. A study cT the subject by the author 
has revealed that there were in vogue several modes of this memorial, some of 
being peculiar and not noticed by scholars previously* These have been 
. I escribe d w i i h Kui La bl e ill ust ra i foi is. 

Next ivc proceed to ihe inscriptions tJicm&clves. Juina Epigraphs, 
i!m asidtoi 's own collection, edited in Parts H and 111 , constitute an important 
portion of ill- book. The li sts of the Inscriptions arc prefaced by elaborate 
Intoxlui (ioEu discussing various topics bearing on them, such as history, 
administration and religion. They arc followed by (mushlions or abstracts of 
contents* Of particular interest among the epigraphs are No. i From Ingalgi, 
Mo. i from I luiinsj-Ha^HR^b No. 6 from Si'diim, Mo, 14 from Malkiicd and 
No, 4(1 from Uppma-BcfgiJfi. 

The Mafkhud epigraph whose contests are illuminating, raises- .1 
number of irncresting points connected with the- hues of preceptors that 
flourished here from the lime ul JiuziS' n;.i Uliatjl iiruka of tin- Rash l-rakIda 
regime, These have been discussed in detail in the introduction lg the record. 
While the bulk of the remaining inscriptions (Nos* iH j-g,) testify to the 
preeminence of Kopbal as a supremely holy centre ol Jainism, tin Uppina- 
Iktgeri epigraph introduces the great Jainu phihmlhiophu rianknmgund.i as 
the founder of a Jaina temple at the place.

Tim rods-cut sculptures on the Kalugumalni Hill present a glowing 
picture of the religious ardour and actifitlo t sooliciioo attained by the adherent’ 
o£ Jainism in the Tamil laud. The riohmus of imagery, the wealth of details 
wad refinement nf execution exhibited in thorn are really admirable. This 
iiufteEinhili-lo gallery of art created hy the supertor intellect of man on the 
strength of Nature* bounty, will ever stand as a unique monument of Jtdna 
culture in South India.

This town ia situated in the JEfyyagfi J'agir at a di*tanco of about 
27 ml lea towards the northwest of Gulbaiga, Although not lulEIv anti quit! us 
of the Jaina faith were dUuovered hero, tbara are sufficient indications 
to vouchsafe the iiaporlasme of the ptaoo as a stronghold of Jainism in 
the Mediaeval Epoch, Moat of tliu Jaina relies seem to have baen destroyed 
or submerged tinder the impact of other creeds that gained ascendency 
afterwards, This plane is referred to as Alande in the iusorip turns. 
It wu(i the headquarter of a district styled Alande Thousand, evidently 
eouijJriwing '>Jie lUnUNand villages, fhia territory is roughly represented by 
the modern diatriet of Gulbargm 

Tho following three antiquities noticed in the course of my explo¬ 
ration of this place may ho mentioned hero, i) An iiisoriberJ si mb the writing 
on which could be approximately ascribed to the time* of the Bashtrakatag!

A psap into the nature of the old religious works preserved in some 
households here will prove useful. I may note at the outset an unfortunate 
event that was re ported lo me in this connection. A big oollection of 
cnanusoripf works on palndoiif, handed down for generations w precious heirloom 
in Homo families, was wilfully oast away and destroyed some years ago by 
per^nia who were too innocent to realise their worth and too incapable 
bo tube proper cure of them. Now 1 will proceed to Mpceify by way uf

present day. An archeologist etui dtalrn much deeper interest in thk 
phiao than !iu ordinary devotee, for it is rcpluto with anLi'.piities which 
deserve careful investigation i n Spite of their 1 > Log in ft neglected md damageri 
condition. A diligent observer will bo able to detect in thk locality nicely 
dressed nr rved columns of stmun winch i■ iusit have adorned the 1 eiuples 
tonnerfy, detached podestall which muati have supported fine sculptures of 
doilies at uuo time, broken limbs and fragments of images which we to under 
worship hi their good old days and other ndics in almost each :<nd every street 
find lane. Wo may notioc a few among l hem below in some detail. 

To start with, wo shrill proceed to the Jmm temple reibrted to 
nbo*e. It U popularly known Fis flfLsti * Judi. IU origin/d .structure, apparent¬ 
ly erected in the <JhfdufcyF-.il style of architecture, might bo ascribed to a 
fairly early period, Bui it appears to have undergone more than one 
renovation from time to time; and SOU10 of tha additions and alterations 
superimposed upon it ai k o of fairly modern data. The temple contains the 
following images which are under worship; Arfindtha, (Jhauvisa Tirthaokam, 
PArivaxiatha, Vardhuinimi, OliHudrunutha (Ohaudrapmhh&ji, SfUitinfitha and 
PadmilvatL Those are fairly big m size and bandsoiuc in appearance* and 
they arc retained in a good Htuts of piptucrvalios.

It may be seen from the tort given below that it was not po^siUo to 
make out the record in continuous lines. Only a few words tind exproasiocs 
here and there wo re legible and they have beta rep rod in sid here. In lie two on 
them many words and iiua^ roust, have been lost. The inscription is engraved 
in Kannada characters of the li-'th century A. i>. 

Considering the abject entidit-itm to which the iusmptioii had been 
reduced, thu light received frtm it, is more Ihm what could be e specie.!. 
Though the king’s pr&^asti appears to have ended with the Sanskrit phrase as 
in some earlier records of this cull action, the lauguago of the record seems to 
have been mainly K tnim-la.

The expression tt.ihf.avidJuirthane- and the relhralw to the Five 
Hundred of Ayylvuk' put together help us in reconstrueLing the nontext on the 
lines of inscription No. 11. The load representatives of this commercial corpora* 
tion seotn Lm haw made a gift for the eightfold worship, etc., nf the deity in the 
Jftini temple spoken of before,. Unfortunately, the name of the deity and all 
other dpt din of the gift are completely lost.

But 
it is obvious that it was somehow displaced from ite original p&ffcMa and very 
roughly handled. Tbt renovation ot tfc 11 > temple seems to have taken pluce some 
time ago. On thin occasion or own before, the slab was removed and put into 
service for the new construction. The persona who were raspi'itsibla for the 
renovation were too ignorant or talloiwto notice the Writing on the stone. The 
raflSon'a hammer hod it? own role to play iu the act of vasthdiam.

This assumption is 
supported by the date anil uuolhur sigLiifwant expression in the text. The date 
ia the Saka year 1160 coupled with the oyolidycftr Sirvari. The Skka year cited 
is to be taken as current and as such it agrees with the oyoliu year. Its Christian 
equivalent would be a. P. 1340. The partly preferred expression dakthinJUcsHa 
may be construed to contain & reference to the oonquost of the sontharn territory 
by the sovereign. W ,j Itaow from the Hamiuhrdli record that Simhap* conquered 
the southern country as far hs the rivor Cauvory and planted * pillar of victory 
on its bank/ 

The epigraph contains other reference m which may be noticed here. 
The term PadmavatT indicates most probably the Jain* thsanadivfhi of 
PiLi-^vanatha Tirttamkara.
